Charges of Corruption and Dishonesty 
Made By Pettigrew and Morgan— 
— Discussion of Civil Service in 
the House—New Rifles For Militia 
Washington News. 


W ashington, Dec. 23.—-The senate 
wan unexpectedly diverted Tuesday 
from Cuba to the 
Pacific 
railroads. 
Soon after the session opened Mr. Petti­ 
grew (S. D.) called up his resolution 
relative to the trust notes of the Pacific 
railroads. He made a terrific onslaught 
on the Pacific railroad system in gen­ 
eral, charging that a combination of 
private interests was seeking to absorb 
the roads and close out the government 
Mr. Mcfrgan (Ala.) followed with a bit­ 
ter arraignment of the Pacific roads, 
charging them with fraud and crime on 
a gigantic scale. The speech lasted un­ 
til shortly before 2 o’clock, when the 
morning; hour expired, thus 
sending 
over the Cuban question until after the 
holidays. 
Mr. Pettigrew ’s resolution is to ap­ 
propriate 210.000.000 to take up 
the 
trust notes of the Union Pacific rail­ 
way. 
He declared his belief that the 
Union Pacific was not and is not insol­ 
vent, and that the floating debt was 
created for the purpose of complicat­ 
ing and embarrassing the government 
liens. 
Mr. Gear (rep., Iowa), chairman of 
the committee on Pacific roads, asked 
if Mr. Pettigrew favored the operation 
of these roads by the government 
The South Dakota senator answered 
that certainly the government could 
not possibly manage the Pacific roads 
worse than they had been managed. 
He believed the government 
should 
take possession and operate the Union 
Pacific road and its branch lines. 
Mr. Morgan (dem., Ala) particularly 
desired to see the interests of the peo­ 
ple of 
the 
Pacific 
coast 
protected 
against a combination of those two 
vast influences—the Union Pacific and 
the Central Pacific—under private con­ 
trol. The Union Pacific had enough in 
its treasury to pay the interest ok the 
first mortgage bonds, and yet it came to 
congress as a bankrupt and mendicant 
asking for pity. It was not only paying 
interest on its own bonds, but 
was 
paying dividends to British bondhold­ 
ers. Three roads were pursuing what 
had become a fixed policy in railroad 
management In the United States—the 
running down and wrecking of roads in 
order to manipulate them. 
Mr. Morgan proceeded at considera­ 
ble length, urging that It was of su­ 
preme importance that 
these 
roads 
should not fall into private hands, par­ 
ticularly the hands of foreign bond­ 
holders. 
It was coming to the point 
that an American stockholder in an 
American railroad was a curiosity. 
Mr. Gear 
spoke 
briefly, urging 
speedy action on the Pacific railroad 
question, and saying he would seek to 
secure some headway immediately af­ 
ter the holidays. 
He announced that 
if a quorum of the senators was here 
during the recess meetings would be 
held to inquire into questions which 
had been raised. Mr. Pettigrew’s res­ 
olution was then referred to the com­ 
m ittee on Pacific railroads. 
The senate then adjourned to Jan. 
6. 1897.

: GOES UP IN SMOKE 


THE POWER HOUSE TOTALLY 
DESTROYED. 


Lots if $i2,ooo and the Building it in 
Ruins—Origin is Unknown Bot the 
Flames Started Near the Generator 
The Machinery 
and 
Coal 
De­ 
stroyed. 


The Janesville Street Railway Com 
pany's power bouse, was destroyed by 
fire at 3:30 this afternoon. 
Teu minutes after the fire was aeon, 
the building was a mass of flame. 
Snperintendent Cummins and Charles 
Reeder were driven from the building 
with burned faces and blistered hands, 
while trying to move the desk. 
Nothing hut an office chair and the 
cash box was saved. 
Superintendent Cummins and his 
assistant were in the work shop when 
they noticed the generator slacken its 
speed. 
They stepped into the engine 
room and fonnd the floor beside the 
big machine was blazing fiercely. 
An explosion soon after the 
fire 
broke oat threw the cylinder head of 
the engine across High street. 
Fred 
Schaller was h it and 
had his arm 
broken in two places above the wrist. 
Engineer Andy Gibson was in the 
boiler room in the rear. 
They yelled 
to him and then harried to the office 
to save w hat property they could. 
One grabbed the cash box, another a 
heavy chair and got outside. 
They 
rushed back to save the desk with its 
accumulation of papers and got it as 
far as the door, bat so swiftly did the 
flames spread th a t the two men had to 
let go their hold and run. 
Not a moment was lost by the fire 
departm ent iu getting to the spot but 
the dry wooden partitions offered no 
check 
to 
the 
flames and 
little 
could 
be 
done 
hut 
to 
pre­ 
vent 
the 
destruction 
of 
the 
Chicago, Milwaukee ASI. Paul freight 
house ad;oining. 
At one time it was 
thought the depot would go, and prep­ 
arations were made for getting the 
freight cars out of danger. 
So quickly did the tire ipread th at 
Engineer Gibson had not time to grab 
his watch, which hung beside his on­ 
line. 
Superintendent Cummins and Chief 
Spencer both called the loss total. 
T he building cost about $2,000, the 
dynamo $7,000 and the engine $3,000. 
About $3,000 of property, aside from 
the machinery, was in the building. 
The insurance 
aggregates $5,000, 
Carter A Hazelton having $3,500 and 
Hayner A Beers $1,500. 
A telegram was 6 ent to George W. 
Blahon by Superintendent Cummins as 
the fire was under control. 
“ I am afraid Janesville 
will wait 
quite awhile before the street cars run 
again,” said one of the street railway 
stockholders.
